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SELLING TO VISITING UNITED STATES BUYERS

Y FIRST experience of an American buyer was some time 

in 1922 when, as a youth of 18, I was told to take him in a 

taxi to the City to buy teapots. I remember being petrified 
because I knew nothing about teapots ; fortunately, however, he 
was new to the game and didn’t know much more, Since that 
far-off day, thirty years ago, I must have come into contact with 
almost every conceivable type of American buyer, so far as con- 
sumer goods are concerned, at any rate. Retailers, wholesalers, 
vice-presidents, and humble store buyers ; I have worked with 
them all in their contacts with British manufacturers. It is my 
purpose in this article to try to draw a few conclusions from all 
these meetings which may be of some help to manufacturers 
seeking to get business from the many United States buyers visiting 
this country. 


Act Now 


You may think that the subject is not very topical just now 
because most of the buyers have gone home, and between now and 
Christmas are naturally more concerned with selling than with 
buying. If so, you are making a very common mistake. For any 
time between now and the end of the year is the time to prepare 
the ground for fruitful meetings with the buyers when they start 
flocking over early in the New Year. To leave things until then 
is liable to be fatal ; after all, you cannot do much selling to an 
American buyer unless you manage to get to see him, and your 
chances of doing this are largely dependent on what you do now 


in regard to the buying office through which your buyer will 
operate while in this country. 


Getting into the Buying Offices 


While he is in this country the average American buyer leans 
very heavily on his London office for advice as to whom to see, for 
he just hasn’t the time to see everyone who wants to see him. This 
means that unless you, as a manufacturer, are known to the buying 
office as being likely to have something to interest their buyer, 
your name won’t be on their list of recommended resources. It 
is vital to make yourself known to the buying offices and to make 
sure that your name appears on those recommended lists. And 
the time to do it is now—not after Christmas when the buying 
offices are so busy that they don’t know which way to turn. 

The weeks preceding Christmas are normally their quietest 
time, and it is often the habit of the resident buyers to spend this 
period in market research for next Spring, which means that if 
a manufacturer calls now, he will be welcome. The advantages 
of “getting in” with the buying offices now are self-evident. 
It may be the only way of getting an appointment with the man 
you want to see. Not all offices publish the names of all their 
expected visitors, and by calling you may hear of someone whom 
otherwise you would have missed. So far as the visiting buyer 
is concerned, recommendation by his buying office may be half 
the battle won, especially if the buyer is a newcomer, badly in 
need of advice. Often, too, a buying office will publish publicly 
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the main requirements of a given buyer, although he may have a 
quite important secondary interest in some other line ; only advance 
personal visits to the buying office can reveal this sort of information. 
There’s one final point about the value of these buying-office calls 
made at the right time, when they aren’t too busy. The resident 
buyer has the time to consider carefully samples shown to him, and 
may make invaluable suggestions for modifications to make the line 
suitable for American requirements. 


Selling to Americans 


I come now to the matter of the actual selling to Americans during 
the all too brief time which you will have at your disposal. This 
time element is, in fact, one of the ways in which selling to a visiting 
American buyer differs from home market selling. Here, you can 
make many calls and make your impression slowly. With the 
American, the impression has to be made at once, for he’s here to-day 
and unlikely to be back for another year! This doesn’t mean noisy, 
aggressive selling ; most Americans don’t like this any better than 
we do. But it does mean that the man entrusted with interviewing 
the American buyer must be able to make the best possible 
use of the very short time he is likely to have, at a first meeting. 
Later on, when he has become a valuable supplier, things may be 
different. At this first meeting there’s no time for pleasantries 
about the weather, the buyer’s trip, or above all, about the political 
situation—unless, of course, the buyer initiates the subject. Only 
a few weeks ago one buyer, tired of the same questions about his air 
trip from salesman after salesman, threatened that he would have a 
typed handout made giving all the answers. This time element 
means that the man calling on the buyer must know the market, be 
able to answer any questions, and to make his point in the shortest 
possible time. 

There’s another big difference about selling at home and selling 
to visiting Americans which must influence and colour the salesman’s 
approach to the buyer. It is a question of the buyer’s attitude. A 
shoe manufacturer selling to a shoe wholesaler in this country knows 
that the wholesaler is going to buy British shoes from someone, even 
though it may be from some other manufacturer. When I first 
entered the American business I made a similar but inaccurate 
assumption about American buyers. I argued, ‘‘ He’s here. He’s a 
shoe buyer. Therefore he will buy British shoes.”” It doesn’t follow, 
however. The British buyer can’t survive normally without British 
footwear. But the American buyer doesn’t have to have any British 
shoes at all; he can get along quite happily without them. It’s 
even possible that a buyer might visit this market, look over the shoe 
situation, and go back home without buying anything, having satis- 
fied himself that he would, on the whole, be better off without 
British shoes! This means that the salesman dealing with an 
American buyer may have a double task. Before the buyer can be 
persuaded that the salesman’s shoes are the ones he wants, it may be 
necessary to “ sell him” the general idea that he wants to buy British 
shoes. Perhaps the most persuasive argument which can be used in 
this connection is to give him accurate facts showing how his colleagues 
“ other parts of the United States have prospered by selling British 
shoes. 


Selling British 


Which brings me to another difference in selling to American 
buyers: the question of how far it is advisable for the salesman to 
brag about his sales to American firms elsewhere (non-competing, of 
course). In the main I have found British salesmen rather too 
diffident about this. ‘There are roughly three types of visiting 
American buyers. There’s the old-timer, interested in his own special 
line only, and who may know the British market fairly well. There’s 
the newcomer, quite ignorant of the British market and its potential- 
ities. And there’s the more general type of buyer interested in a 
number of lines. He is often the president, vice-president, or mer- 
chandise manager of an American corporation, and is often on the 
lookout for lines which may interest his underlings for whom a personal 
trip to this country is not considered to be a commercial proposition. 
It is true to say that for most of these the British market is new, 
unfamiliar, and a little terrifying. They may look at a British line, 
feel that it is good, and yet their unfamiliarity with everything here 
makes them even doubt their own judgment, and wonder if it would 
really sell as well as they think. In circumstances like this there’s 
no doubt about what is the most reassuring thing that the salesman 
can tell them. It is that some other buyer, non-competing, in some

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, Germany (Russian Zone), Guatemala, 
Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, Poland, Roumania, United 
States of America, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela.

Exhibition of 500 Zine Alloy Die 
Casting Components 


"THE Zinc Alloy Die Casting Exhibition at the Birmingham Ex- 

change and Engineering Centre, arranged as a supplement to the 
Die Casters Association’s International Conference in London, was 
opened on Monday and is to last until November 6. 


About 500 components of varying designs and size are displayed. 
They illustrate both the extent of present usage of this method of 
manufacture and the possibilities for wider usage. The components 
range from large castings, such as car panel assemblies, to tiny gear 
wheels for toy gun carriers. 


Twenty firms contribute to the display. Many of them come from 
the Birmingham-Wolverhampton area, which is natural since two- 
thirds of all die castings in the country are produced here. 


Mr. R. W. Bailey, assistant director of the Zinc Development 
Association, Oxford, of which the Die Casting Association is a mem- 
ber, said that the international conference and the exhibition tied up 
with the Motor Show because 68 per cent. of all die castings go to the 
motor industry ; 15 per cent. go to the electrical industry ; 5 per 
cent. to light engineering ; 3 per cent. to toys and 6 per cent. to heavy 
engineering. 

Mr. Bailey said that the United States used three times the amount 
of castings per head of the population than any other country and that 
Great Britain used one third more than any other country in Europe. 
This year Britain would produce 33,000 tons of die castings, which 
was considerably above the average for the previous three years. 


Die castings, said Mr. Bailey, made for substantial increase in 
productivity, smooth finishes and a greater flexibility of design. He 
cited such things as carburetter bowls, clarinette keys, ringer frames, 
motor horns, oil filters and tiny components for toys, domestic iron 
covers and seed hoppers, as examples of the components which could 
be made better and cheaper by die casting than by any other method, 
such as pressing or machining. 


A film, made in the United States, in co-operation with the Zinc 
Development Association, developed the theme and was shown to 
Press representatives.

Sixth British Furniture Exhibition 
LAIMED to be the world’s largest annual display of furniture 

er one roof, the British Furniture Exhibition, sponsored by 
the British Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated Associations, will 
be held again at Earls Court, London, in 1955—from February 14 
to 24. More than 240,000 square feet will be covered by the exhibits 
of British manufacturers of all kinds of furniture. 


The lifting of the utility restrictions resulted in a greater variety 
of furniture designs in the 1954 show than had been seen for many 
years, and still further originality and individuality in design are 
expected to be seen next year, when about 300 British manufacturers 
will display their latest models. 


Many manufacturers are keeping in mind the special needs of 
young people in the home, and new developments of the already 
popular dual-purpose furniture for the room which has to play a 
double role are likely to be seen.

From the evidence received, particularly of Government's need 

for a reliable framework of statistical information, we consider 

that the Censuses of Production and Distribution serve a useful 
purpose and should be continued. 


 lpoap IS one of the main conclusions of the Committee appointed 
to advise the President of the Board of Trade on future policy 

in regard to the taking of Censuses of Production and Distribution. 
The Committee recommend that a full Census of Production should 
be taken for 1957 and 1961, with Sample Censuses or Surveys of 
Production in between, and that a Sample Survey of Distribution 
and Other Services should be taken for 1956, the next main Census 
of Distribution being planned for 1960. The Committee also make 
a number of specific recommendations designed to reduce the burden 
on the business community whilst improving the effectiveness of 
the Censuses. 

The Report of this Committee was published on October 26, 1954, 
as a White Paper (Cmd. 9276).* In reply to a question in the House 
of Commons on the same day, the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade said that the Government accepted in full the recom- 
mendations of the Committee, and expressed the hope that the Report 
would be accepted by industry and trade generally. 

The Committee, which was appointed in May 1953 under the 
Chairmanship of Sir W. Reginald Verdon Smith, J.P., consisted of 
representatives of large and small businesses engaged in production 
and distribution, and of the trade unions and universities. In the 
course of its work it received evidence from more than 500 organiza- 
tions representing industry and trade, as well as a number of uni- 
versities, economic resea and other national organizations, the 
= Union Congress, trade and financial journals, and official 
evidence. 


Purposes Served by the Censuses 


Applications by Government 


The Report sets out in detail the applications of census data by 
Government. The Committee took the view (and this was accepted 
also by important sections of industry) that Government must have 
access to the information that it needs about the economy. The 
official evidence to the Committee made it apparent that Censuses 
of Production and of Distribution and Other Services are the only 
means of obtaining a comprehensive picture of the structure and 
development of industry and trade. Census information is used 
annually in compiling the national income and expenditure accounts. 

The Censuses provide the foundation for practical up-to-date 
statistics in the field of production and retail trade, which are useful 
to industry as well as to Government. The Census of Production 
serves as the basis for calculating the Index of Industrial Production 
and is needed at intervals to control the accuracy of the Index ; census 
data are also used in constructing the Index of Wholesale Prices. In 
addition, they contribute to statistical studies made as need arises by 
government departments into, for instance, industrial productivity, 
the import content of production and exports, and input/output 
analyses. 


Usefulness for Economic Research 


Census information has assisted economic research in the uni- 
versities and elsewhere. The Committee were told that reasonably 
reliable knowledge of the trends of production and productivity in 
the United Kingdom began in 1907, when the first Census of Pro- 
duction was taken, and that a large part of university and other non- 
governmental research into the problems of industrial organization 
takes the form of analysing and interpreting data derived from the 
Censuses. 

Research in the economics of distribution is likely to increase now 
that the main results of the first Census of Distribution are available. 


Usefulness to Business 
The evidence received from trade and commercial organizations

showed that little use was made by business of the published census 
information. The main reasons given for this were the time lag in 
publication and the fact that the need by business for up-to-date 
and specialized information is met largely by the monthly or quarterly 
statistics of production or retail trade collected by government 
departments, trade associations and industrial firms. The Com- 
mittee thought that, if the partial dependence of these short period 
statistics on the Censuses for maintaining accuracy and comprehensive- 
ness were more widely known, the Censuses might be more readily 
accepted by business. 


A few firms and trade associations gave evidence to show that the 
census reports, particularly those of the detailed Census of Production 
for 1948, were useful as a source of general statistical information. 
Census data has been used, for instance, to measure the relative posi- 
tion of the firm in the trade, to provide a standard against which to 
measure performance, and for market research. The Census of 
Distribution results have been used to assess the number of retail 
outlets by their size and type and by locality, information which helps 
in planning sales policies and selecting local areas for sample inquiries. 


The Committee says that “ from this minority evidence and also 
from our understanding of the widespread support for Censuses 
among business men in the United States and Canada, we consider 
that wider use could be made of the census information by business 
in this country, particularly if steps were taken to improve the speed 
of publication and to publish the information in a more suitable form. 
Nevertheless, it is clear to us that the continuation of the Censuses 
cannot be justified solely by the use at present made of them by 
business or the opinions generally held of the value of the Censuses 
as a factor in forming business decisions.” 


Use By Nationalized Industries 


The British Electricity Authority gave evidence to show that the 
census information was used in the forward planning of the electricity 
supply industry, and particularly in estimating future industrial 
demand for electricity. The National Coal Board use census data 
for studies of changes in the consumption of fuels other than coal. 


Use by Trade Unions 


The Trades Union Congress draw upon the census material in 
formulating their attitude to matters of economic and financial 
policy. They pointed out that, if the success of the efforts—in which 
the trade unions are participating—to increase the productive 
efficiency of industry is to be measured and made known, detailed 
information must be available about production and productivity in 
different industries, and much of this can only be obtained from the 
Census of Production. 


Programme of Censuses 


The Committee put forward a programme of Censuses for the next 
seven years, up to 1961. This programme provides for frequent 
Sample Surveys, for which only a small proportion of firms are 
required to make returns, in place of full Censuses which cover all 
establishments in the census field. 


Census of Production 


The Committee recommend that full Censuses of Production, 
requiring from the larger establishments details of their output, 
should be taken triennially. The Committee inclined to the view 
that, having regard to the cost of a Census, there was a case for 
increasing the interval between the Censuses to five years. However, 
the need for a satisfactory sampling frame, which can only be provided 
in present circumstances by the Census, was a decisive reason for 
accepting for the present a triennial programme. The Committee 
recommend, however, that the Board of Trade should, in the light of 
its greater experience of sampling and of the short-period statistical 
information then available (including improved up-to-date statistics 
furnished by industry itself), review the position not later than 1960 
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to consider whether it is necessary to maintain a triennial programme. 


In the intervening years between the full censuses of production, 
the Committee recommend the taking of sample surveys (for which 
only a small proportion of firms are required to make returns) to 
provide the information needed annually for the Government's 
estimates of national income and expenditure. The provision of this 
information appears, from the evidence received, to have caused 
very little trouble to firms because the figures required come mainly 
from their financial accounts. The Committee recommend that as 
far as possible firms should be given advance notice if they will be 
required to make a return in the sample survey. 


Census of Distribution 


The Committee recommend that a Census of Distribution and 
other Services should be taken once in every ten years and that Sample 
Surveys should be made during the interval between Censuses so 
that periodic checks on the Census information will be available every 
third or fourth year. The ten-yearly interval between main Censuses 
of Distribution is twice as long as that recommended by the ‘‘ Hop- 
kins ’’’ Committee on the Census of Distribution (Cmd. 6764 of 
March 1946) but it was considered that the basic information needed 
about distribution could be more easily and economically secured by 
a combination of a longer period between complete Censuses and 
intermediate sample inquiries. 

In a Sample Survey not more than 10 per cent. of the smaller 
independent traders would be covered. They would be chosen from 
representative areas of the country. It would probably be necessary 
to include in the Survey all the larger multiple retail organizations, 
departmental stores and retail co-operative societies, whether or not 
these are in the sample areas. 


Co-ordinated Programme of Censuses 


The following programme of Censuses of Production and Distribu- 
tion and Other Services is recommended by the Committee for the 
next seven years, to be carried out by the now combined Office of 
the Censuses of Production and Distribution (arrangements have 
already been made for taking a full Census of Production for 1954) :—

The simplifications in census procedure recommended by the 
Committee, and the integration of the two Census Offices, should 
enable this programme of work to be carried out with a total staff 
of about one half of that employed in 1951, when the first Census 
of Distribution as well as the annual Census of Production was being 
taken. 


Other Recommendations 


The Report contains a number of detailed recommendations 
designed to reduce the burden on the business community whilst 
improving the effectiveness of the Censuses. ‘These cover inter alia 
simplification of the census forms, increased use of sampling 
techniques, longer notice to firms of census questions, ways of speeding 
up publication of results, improvements in presentation of the results, 
and improvements in the public relations of the Census Office. Some 
of these recommendations are outlined in the following paragraphs. 


Raising of “Exemption” Limit in the Census of Production 


An important recommendation, designed to reduce the number of 
firms required to make detailed census returns and to speed up the 
processing of the returns, is that the “‘ exemption ” level, below which 
firms are not in general required to make detailed returns in a full 
Census of Production, should be raised from 11 to 25 persons em- 
ployed. (In those trades, however, in which the proportion of the 
output accounted for by small firms is substantial, a specially simpli- 
fied form would be issued to firms employing up to 25 persons.) This 
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would provide relief to 18,000 of the 60,000 establishments now 
required to make detailed returns in a full Census of Production. 


Co-ordination Between the Censuses and Short-period 
Statistics 


The Committee consider that closer integration between the 
Census of Production and short-period production statistics is desir- 
able, in order to bring both sets of statistics as far as possible on to a 
basis of common definitions and to improve the short-period statistics 
which are useful to trade associations and industrialists. This has 
already been done for a number of trades. It is recommended that 
the Board’s statistical work should be developed in this way, and 
that there should be fuller consultation with trade and industry to 
achieve this end. 


Stress is also laid on the importance of co-ordination between the 
Census of Distribution and the short-period statistics of the dis- 
tributive trade. One important use of the Census of Distribution 
is to provide the basis for more accurate and comprehensive up-to- 
date statistics of wholesale and retail trading. 


Improvements in the Census of Production Form 


The evidence from industry showed that some difficulties were 
encountered by firms in completing the census of production forms. 


Acting in advance of the Committee’s report, the Board have taken 
steps to overcome some of these difficulties in the form to be used for 
the 1954 Census of Production, e.g. by dropping the questions 
asking for details of employment according to age, and of capital 
expenditure on secondhand equipment. Other general points will 
be examined by the Board in conjunction with the Census of Pro- 
duction Advisory Committee to see whether further changes can be 
made that will simplify the completion of the census forms. Where the 
problems are specific to particular trades only, the Board have been 
asked to consult with the trade associations concerned with a view to 
simplifying the task of form filling where this can be done without 
prejudice to the need for a standard basis of definitions and classifica- 
tion throughout the Census. 


Information on Outlets for Particular Goods 


The Committee recommend that the Board should consider with 
the Advisory Committee on the Census of Distribution the ad- 
visability of collecting limited information about the number and 
nature of outlets for particular goods. It was represented to the 
Committee that this information would make the Census of Distribu- 
tion more valuable for market research. 


Censuses of Service Trades 


An extension of census operations to cover all service trades e.g. 
hotels, entertainment, financial institutions, as recommended by the 
Hopkins Committee, was suggested to the Committee on the grounds 
that sufficient statistical information about these trades is not generally 
available to the public. There does not appear to be an immediate 
need by the Government for the information. The Committee think 
that before these activities are included in the scope of the Census 
the Board should be satisfied, after consultation with the Advisory 
Committee, that there is a positive need for the information and that 
the Census is the appropriate way of collecting it. 


Appointment of Assistant Official Receiver 


THE Board of Trade announce that Mr. Albert Reginald Haigh has 
been appointed Assistant Official Receiver for the Bankruptcy 
District of the County Courts of Cardiff and Barry, Pontypridd, 
Ystradyfodwg and Porth, Newport (Mon), Blackwood, Tredegar and 
Abertillery ; the Bankruptcy District of the County Courts of 
Swansea, Aberdare, Bridgend, Merthyr Tydfil, Neath and Port 
Talbot ; and also for the Bankruptcy District of the County Courts 
of Carmarthen, Aberystwyth, and Haverfordwest. 
This appointment takes effect from November 1, 1954. 


Exports of Kale Seed 


IN VIEW of the continued shortage of supplies of seed the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries are not prepared to sponsor any applica- 
tions for licences to export thousand headed or marrow stem kale 
seed. This continues the embargo announced in the Ministry 


notice of November 20, 1953. 
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ELCOMING His Majesty King Feisal of Iraq who opened the 
British Trade Fair at Bagdad on Monday, the Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, said that at the command of 
Her Majesty the Queen he had the honour to convey her most cordial 
greetings to King Feisal and to the people of Iraq, between whom and 
the people of the United Kingdom there had been ties of sincere 
friendship over many years. It was Her Majesty’s earnest desire 
that the present occasion might make this friendship even stronger. 


Mr. Low said he was glad that his first visit to Bagdad should be 
on an occasion so significant for the friendship and commerce between 
the two countries. Many of his countrymen had spent happy years 
there. But those who had not lived there were not strangers to this 
historic land. Iraq, which was associated with the foundation of 
civilization and religion, was known to British people through the 
Bible, their history books and the many splendid legends founded 
on the country of the two great rivers. Now the story of Iraq’s 
rapid development as a modern community had spread far and wide. 
To help further in this great progress the British Trade Fair had been 
mounted. 


British industry, which through its own organization led by Sir 
Harry Pilkington, had arranged the whole Exhibition, was technically 
second to none and in many fields was acknowledged to hold world 
leadership. The Fair was intended to show how British industry 
could help in the development of Iraq and her neighbours. British 
industry believed in bringing its goods to its customers ; that was why 
they had come to Bagdad. ‘This, Britain believed, was the way to treat 
important clients. At the Fair would be found plant and machinery 
and materials of many kinds which would help in Iraq’s development— 
for agriculture, for transport, for building and for other things too. 


Arab hospitality was renowned throughout the world. But in the 
Fair British industrialists were the hosts. As hosts they welcomed 
visitors with the words of ore of Iraq’s poets :— 

Oh guest, should you visit us, you would 
find us the guests and you the Master of the House. 

He was sure they would find at the Fair the things they wanted and 
men who were anxious to serve and help in Iraq’s development and in 
their joint endeavour to expand trade between the two countries. 
In that way the countries’ happy relations together would grow even 
happier year by year. 

Many thousands of his subjects gathered to greet King Feisal 
when he arrived for the opening ceremony. His inaugural speech, 
in Arabic, was read for him by a Court official. In it he thanked the 
Queen for her message of greeting and goodwill to Iraq. Accompany- 
ing the King at the ceremony were the Crown Prince, the Emir 
Abdul Illah, and members of the Government, led by the Prime 
Minister, General Nuri. 


Britain’s Part in Middle East Development 


Sir Harry Pilkington, President of the Federation of British 
Industries, paid tribute to the sense of honour felt by British Industry 
by the presence of King Feisal at the opening of the Fair. The King 
himself, in his youth and energy and the keen interest he was taking 
in the economic progress of his country, typified the spirit of modern 
Iraq. Iraq and her neighbours were heirs to an ancient civilisation 
which several thousand years ago was the wonder of the world. Yet 
in a sense they were also young countries, standing as they did on 
the threshold of immense development. 


It was the object of the Fair to show how Britain, which led the 
industrial revolution and possessed a long and infinitely varied 
industrial experience and tradition, could assist the Arab countries to 
develop their resources. The Fair was a tangible proof of Britain’s 
belief and faith in the future of the Arab countries. Britain believed 
that all parties benefited from the kind of development which was 
being undertaken so energetically and that the future well-being of the 
nations of the world lay in an ever-expanding volume of trade, 
bringing with it closer personal contact and understanding. 


Britain had already, since the first world war, played a leading part 
in the development of the Middle East countries. Britain had vastly 
improved the sea communications, built roads, and provided trans- 
desert road transport, in Syria, Jordan and Iraq ; built railways in 
Iraq, and the harbour works at Basra, and had provided wireless 
installations and given much help in developing the internal air lines. 
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Britain’s consulting engineers had advised the Governments on major 
development schemes in Syria, Iraq, Turkey, and elsewhere ; 
Britain’s agriculture and pest destruction experts, irrigation and 
afforestation engineers had helped and were still helping to advance 
productivity on the land, to combat floods on the one hand and 
drought on the other. 


But in the last few years the resources available for such develop- 
ment had been vastly increased as a result of the world demand for 
oil. As a result of the oil agreement of 1951, the State income of 
Iraq had risen from only £8 million in 1938 to £67 million in 1953. 
In that year she received about £50 million in oil royalties, while 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia received even more, and the other countries 
of the Middle East benefited indirectly from oil wayleaves and from 
the use of their ports as oil terminals. ‘This new-found wealth had 
enabled all those countries to put in hand development schemes of a 
kind in which Britain, with her accumulated technical skill and the 
wide range of equipment she could supply, was singularly well fitted 
to assist. Much had already been done, but one example alone—the 
disastrous floods this year—had shown how much more was still 
needed. The opportunity was there and Britain was ready and 
anxious to assist. 


He wished to pay tribute to the admirable work done last year by 
the British Trade Mission which visited Iraq, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
Syria and the Lebanon under the leadership of Sir Edward Benthall. 
The Mission carried a message of goodwill from Britain to the Arab 
countries and in Britain its report brought home to industry a 
realization of the great opportunities in those countries. He wished 
also to express thanks to the Government of Iraq, whose whole- 
hearted co-operation in this venture was illustrated by the splendid 
pavilion in the Fair itself. In particular, the organizers had informed 
him of the constant assistance and encouragement which they had 
received from Their Excellencies, the Mutasarif and the Lord Mayor, 
without which the task of having the Fair ready on time would have 
been well-nigh impossible. The co-operation of the British Govern- 
ment was shown by the presence today of His Excellency the 
Ambassador and of the Minister of State at the Board of Trade. He 
could not speak too highly of the assistance which had been given to 
the organizers of the Fair both by the staff of the Embassy and by 
the British Commercial Society in Bagdad. Last, but not least, he 
had to thank the exhibitors themselves, who had shown great enter- 
prise and imagination in their enthusiastic support of the Fair. 


That unique event, the first all-British Fair to be held in any of the 
Arab countries, would provide proof of Britain’s willingness and 
ability to supply the technical skill and the capital equipment, as well 
as the consumer goods, which were so urgently required throughout 
the whole Middle East. It would show the people of Iraq and of 
neighbouring countries how much Britain could contribute to the 
development plans of the Arab nations. Above all, it was the 
organizers’ earnest hope that it wou'd show how trade and friendship 
could develop side by side. 


It is hoped to publish a report of the Fair, with pictures, in 
next week’s Board of Trade Journal.

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Rayon Production in September 


PRODUCTION in the rayon industry in September showed a 
marked improvement over August despite the shorter month. An 
overall increase of 7 per cent. brought the total to a level 5 per cent. 
higher than that of September, 1953. Production of continuous 
filament yarn rose for the first time since June, and was 9 per cent.

cent. to about the level of a year ago, while those for home trade fell 
in total by 8 per cent. and were 2 per cent. lower than a year ago.

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THURSDAY OCTOBER 21 
Conference on G.A.T.T. 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked what instructions 
were being given te the United Kingdom delegation to the Geneva 
conference to consider the working of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 

Mr. Peter Thorneycroft replied that the considered judgment of 
the Government, which had the general support of organized industry, 
was that the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade was an essential 
instrument for maintaining order and fair play in international trade ; 
and it will be the Government’s aim to work for the reaffirmation 
and, where necessary, strengthening of its provisions, in order that 
it may play its part in further progress towards wider trade and 
payments. Instructions would be given to the official delegation in 
this sense. 

The President added that the question of Commonwealth prefer- 
ences in relation to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade had 
been discussed at a number of Commonwealth conferences in the 
last two years. There had been general recognition by all Common- 
wealth countries of the value of existing preferences which, under 
the terms of the General Agreement, we were at liberty to continue. 
But it had been, and remained, the considered view of most Common- 
wealth countries that it would not be desirable or feasible to ask the 
foreign countries which were parties to the General Agreement to 
change the present rules contained in Article 1 of the Agreement 
affecting discrimination against their goods. They preferred instead 


to consider any individual cases on their merits and where appropriate 
to seek to deal with them by negotiation or waiver in the G.A.T.T. 
This was, in the circumstances, the policy which Her Majesty’s 
Government proposed to pursue. 


Re-exports of Rubber to China 


Asked what evidence he now had of rubber exported or re-exported 
from this country to other countries, being then re-exported to China, 
the President replied ‘‘ None, Sir.” 


United Kingdom-Dominion Wool Disposals 


The United Kingdom’s share of the net profits earned from the 
activities of United Kingdom-Dominion Wool Disposals Limited 
from 1945 to 1954, was £86 million, the President stated. 


United Kingdom Bids for United States Contracts 


The President was asked what reply he had received to representa- 
tions made to the United States Government about the grant of further 
contracts by the United States Army Department for the Chief Joseph 
and Dalles dams to United States firms despite tenders at lower 
prices by the English Electric Company. 

He replied that the United States Government in their reply 
confirmed that the United Kingdom firm’s bids were the lowest which 
complied fully with the technical requirements, but stated that, after 
weighing all the factors involved, the bid of the domestic firm was 
not considered unreasonable under the provisions of the ‘‘ Buy 
American Act.” 

He agreed that it was an exceedingly disappointing result. He 
might say that he normally defended Americans and things American, 
but in this matter he must say that they had fallen below the level of 
events. ‘They had made various statements about the reform of the 
** Buy American Act” and of an interim executive order which would 
put the matter on a fairer trading basis from our point of view, and 
he hoped that they would take some action more consonant with their 
position as a great trading nation. 

Asked also whether his attention had been drawn to the grant of a 
transformer contract for a hydro-electric project in Arizona by the 
United States Department of the Interior to United States firms ; 
whether he was aware that a British firm had tendered at a much 
lower price ; and what representations he had made to the United 
States of America on this, the President replied that he had had a 
report of the circumstances of this case from the British Embassy, 
who were in touch with the United States Authorities when the award 
was under consideration. On the final evaluation, the United King- 


dom bid was not the lowest foreign bid ; and, while he was dis- 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 
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appointed by the decision, he did not propose to make special repre- 
sentations on this case. 


Interest on Hire-Purchase Transactions 


Asked if he was aware that extortionate rates of interest were being 
charged by some firms on hire-purchase transactions since controls 
were lifted in July ; and what safeguards existed under his revised 
regulations to prevent the seizure of goods when the purchaser 
failed to pay the instalments, the President replied that he had seen 
allegations that extortionate rates of interest were being charged by 
some traders. The Hire Purchase Orders revoked in July did not 
control interest rates. The Hire Purchase Acts provided that no 
agreement covered by the Acts was enforceable unless the attention 
of the hirer had been drawn to the cash price of the goods in question 
before any agreement was signed, and the owner could not recover 
possession of the goods once a third of the hire purchase price had 
been paid without obtaining a court order. 


Knitted Gloves from Hong Kong 


A questioner asked the President if he was aware that the imports 
of knitted gloves from Hong Kong at prices considerably below their 
cost of production in this country was continuing to cause anxiety 
to British manufacturers ; and if he would make a statement on the 
position. 

The President replied that this problem had been carefully examined 
in consultation with the National Hosiery Manufacturers’ Federation, 
since the full discussion on the adjournment Debate on April 8. 
These products were free of import duty, under the Import Duties 
Act and the Ottawa Agreement, and it was not the policy of Her 
Majesty’s Government to restrict imports from the Colonies by 
imposing quantitative restrictions. 





TUESDAY OCTOBER 26 


Report of Silk and Rayon Users’ Association 


The President was asked if he had considered the Report of the 
Tariffs Committee issued by the Silk and Rayon Users’ Association, 
a copy of which was in his possession ; and what action he proposed 
to take on it. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied ‘‘ Yes, Sir.” The Board of Trade had discussed the 
Report with the Silk and Rayon Users’ Association. He understood 
that the Association were giving further consideration to the matter 
in the light of these discussions and would then communicate again 
with the President. 


Universal Copyright Convention 


Asked what steps had to be taken before this country could ratify 
the Universal Copyright Convention, signed at Geneva on Septem- 
ber 6, 1952 ; and whether he was now prepared to proceed towards 
ratification at the earliest possible time, the President said that 
legislation would be necessary to enable copyright protection to be 
conferred on the published works of nationals of Convention countries 
irrespective of the place of first publication of those works. He could 
not say when it would be possible to introduce such legislation. 


Report on Censuses Accepted 


Asked whether he had yet received the report of the committee 
on the censuses of production and distribution ; and what action 
he proposed to take, Mr. Strauss replied that this Report was pub- 
lished that day and copies were available in the Vote Office. 

The Government accepted in full the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions for the continuation of censuses of production and distribution. 
A number of changes in census procedure were suggested to reduce 
the burden on the business community and improve the effectiveness 
of the censuses, and these would be brought into operation as soon as 
practicable. 

Her Majesty’s Government wished to express their gratitude to 
the members of the Committee for producing such a valuable and 
constructive Report, which it was hoped would be accepted by 
industry and trade generally.

Monmouthshire 


HE NINTH in the series of Annual Command Papers on Govern- 

ment action in Wales and Monmouthshire® relates to the 12 months 
ended June 30, 1954. ‘The report reviews progress in industrial 
development and employment, agriculture, education, planning, 
social services, forestry and local government. 

In addition, a Digest of Welsh Statisticst is being published this 
year for the first time. It is intended that this should appear annually 
at the same time as the White Paper. It contains much of the 
statistical information which has hitherto appeared in the White Paper, 
and, in addition, many statistics which have not previously been 
published or have not previously been collected in one volume. 

In the Section on industrial development in the Command White 
Paper it is stated that during the year 71 new factories or extensions 
to factories were completed and at the end of June, 59 were under 
construction.

Simplification of Production 
in Industry 


“@IMPLIFICATION in Practice” is the subject of the British 
Productivity Council’s Action Pamphlet No. 2. The first of the 

series, ‘‘ Why Productivity ?’’, argued the case for a far-reaching 
campaign to increase productivity in British Industry. ‘‘ Simplifica- 
tion in Practice” defines one of the lines of attack, viz., ‘‘ reduction 
of the number of types and variety of products made by a firm.” 

The pamphlet begins by listing ten good reasons why simplification 
as distinct from standardization (which means adoption of standards 
“‘ for a particular project, range of products or procedure ”’) is a good 
thing. It then offers practical guidance on how simplification can 
be put into operation.

Bagdad Trade Fair 


A special number of ‘‘ Anglo-Arab Trade ”’ (published by British

A special Motor Industry Issue of “‘ Oil” contains articles on factors 
which influence motor car design ; modern methods of car manu- 
facture ; the evaluation of lubricating oils, and oil requirements of 
engines for military vehicles. ‘The Director of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, Mr. R. Gresham Cooke, writes on 
Britain’s place in the world’s motor vehicle industry, and makes the 
point that the British motor industry—although its output is only 
about one-ninth of that of North America— retains its status as the 
world’s largest exporter of cars and commercial vehicles. Mr. Cooke 
comments also that it is interesting to see how even the United States 
car industry itself has now been influenced by contemporary design 
on this side of the Atlantic, after having set the style in the first 
instance. In fact, he says, one American car is advertised in the maker’s 
literature as being “‘ The new American car with the European look.”

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Ambitious Development Programme Adds to Burma’s 
Attractiveness as Old-established Market

HE Union of Burma has for some time provided a useful (though 

small) and apparently stable market for branded consumer 

goods from the United Kingdom. It must not, however, be 
thought that our predominance in this market is unchallenged, for 
the Burmese consumer is becoming increasingly conscious of the 
often cheaper and almost equally attractive rival products that are 
being developed in Europe, Japan and India, while it is only the 
shortage of dollar exchange that prevents a rapid rise in the popularity 
in Burma of medicines, household requisites and other consumer 
goods from the United States. 


The Burmese also know and like our machinery: their Govern- 
ment’s industrial development programme offers great opportunities 
for those United Kingdom exporters of capital goods who are not 
afraid of keen competition from Europe, India and Japan, who can 
offer prices, payment terms and delivery dates to suit local conditions, 
and, what is almost as important as all the rest, who are willing to 
train Burmese artisans in the use of their machinery. 


Extent of the Opportunity 


In the years 1937-41 the average annual imports into Burma of 
all commodities amounted to £15.1 million. In 1953 the figure was 
£62.8 million, which may be compared with the average post-war 
(1948-53) figure of £50.6 million. In considering these figures it 
must be remembered that prices have increased enormously since 
the war and that consequently the difference between the pre-war 
and post-war figures is not a direct reflection of the extent of the

increase in the quantity of goods imported. However, since December 
1950, when a more liberal policy of granting import licences was 
adopted, the value and the volume of imports has increased steadily 
with every year. 


Of the 1953 imports, textiles represented 264 per cent., machinery 
and transport equipment 11} per cent. and base metals and manu- 
factures thereof 12 per cent. The United Kingdom’s share of all 
imports has, over the past eighteen months, remained at between 
20 per cent. and 30 per cent., and the United Kingdom has for some 
time been Burma’s largest supplier. 


Licensing Position 


Burma’s licensing policy has for some time been reasonably liberal 
and imports under open general licence have in the past three years 
amounted to almost exactly half of all imports by value. Broadly, 
goods subject to licence are :— 


motor vehicles, alcoholic liquors, cigarettes and tobacco, provisions 
of all kinds, such textiles as silk, rayons, nylons and woollens, perfumery 
and toilet requisites, radios, watches and clocks, and household goods. 


Prior to August 4 of this year only those traders who wished to 
import individually-licensed goods were obliged to register ; but 
from that date all intending importers must register with a Board. 
Foreign firms established in Burma after January 1948 will not 
qualify for registration, while others must, within a period to be 
specified, employ stated percentages of Union nationals. (Details 
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of the new legislation were published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on August 21.) 

The effects of this new requirement on United Kingdom interests 
cannot yet be assessed, In view, however, of the Government’s 
expressed determination to allow a reasonably high level of imports 
of consumer goods, it is hoped that there will not be any significant 
decline in import opportunity. 


Customs Duty and Sales Tax 


The Burma Tariff Act, 1953, which came into force on October 1 
of that year, abolished the preferential rates of duty granted to 
Commonwealth countries and imposed a single standard rate of duty 
for all countries for practically all categories of goods. The new and 
simplified tariff is claimed with some justice to impose high rates on 
luxuries and nominal rates on essentials ; there are, of course, some 
total and partial exemptions. 


In addition to Customs duty there is a Sales Tax ranging from 
15 per cent. for luxury goods to 5 per cent. for privileged goods 
which is payable on most goods imported into Burma. 


Agencies 


Experience has shown that it is preferable for British exporters to 
be represented in Burma by a reputable agent (except for the few 
who can afford to maintain their own local branches). Nothing 
can replace continuity and the personal touch when it comes to 
smoothing over the difficulties inherent in trading with an under- 
developed and newly-independent country. There are in Rangoon 
a number of British firms which have been established there for two 
or more generations and whose experience of trading conditions is vast. 
These firms not only have the necessary financial resources for this 
sort of work, but can often provide the after-sales service which is 
so important a factor in maintaining the prestige of British goods. 
They are agents for an almost inexhaustible list of products. How- 
ever, it is the policy of the Union Government to encourage indigenous 
enterprises and they are anxious that Burmese firms should gain a 
large share in the agency business which has hitherto been, almost

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exclusively, in the hands of foreigners. The number of Burmese 
firms with the experience necessary to act as agents is at present small 
but will undoubtedly increase, and even under present conditions 
there are certain advantages (particularly if the objective is a single 
contract rather than a continuing market) in being represented by 
nationals of the country where the goods are to be sold. 


In connection with agencies it must be remembered that Burma has 
a controlled economy and that the Government is the principal buyer 
of capital goods. ‘The present Government have shown a preference 
for dealing direct with the exporter (often by means of official Pur- 
chasing Missions sent to manufacturing countries) and an aversion 
from using agents. A Purchasing Mission will be in the United 
Kingdom next month: see last week’s Board of Trade Journal, 
page 878. On the other hand, in the case of many Government 
tenders, the very short notice given in the local press, and the con- 
ditions of tender—delivery to specific warehouses in Rangoon, 
payment by the tenderer of all duties, taxes and landing charges, 
etc.—practically oblige foreign firms to employ local agents. 


Industrial Development Programme 


It is the policy of the Union Government to set up a welfare 
state which will be economically as self-sufficient as circumstances 
permit. This entails the transformation of a purely agricultural 
economy, based on the extensive cultivation of rice, into an economy 
where agriculture and industry are fairly balanced and complementary. 
Burma intends to use her traditional rice surplus to pay for the semi- 
industrialization of the country during the transitional period. 


In pursuance of this policy the Government have, with the help 
of highly-qualified foreign consultants, adopted a programme which 
provides for the expenditure of £562-5 million over a period of seven 
years ; of this sum one-third is to be spent abroad. All kinds of 
projects, from ambitious hydro-electric schemes to technical insti- 
tutes, are envisaged, and there will be a big demand not only for 
foreign materials but also for skilled foreign personnel such as con- 
sultants, architects, contractors and so on. It is the policy of the 
Government to put these projects out to international tender (often 
to a restricted list of specialist firms): in practice they tend to avoid 
awarding a preponderance of contracts to any single country. The 
Government have on several occasions shown a preference for ‘‘ turn- 
key ’’ offers whereby one firm undertakes to see a project through 
from start to finish ; the reason for this is that the programme is 
now on the move and the Government wish to proceed with it as 
quickly as possible. 

Exporters would do well to bear these two points in mind, especially 
the second, as contracts have on several occasions been lost because 
of unsatisfactory delivery dates. Offers to train Burmese personnel, 
particularly of the foreman type, as part of a contract are always well 
received as Burma is still short of trained personnel of all kinds. 


In March 1954 a United Kingdom Industrial Delegation led by 
Lord Burghley visited Burma to look into the Burmese Government’s 
long term plans for developing the resources of the country, and the 
Report of the Delegation considers in some detail the opportunities 
for British industry to participate in these plans. The Report is 
published by H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s. 6d. 


Hints to Business Men 


The Board of Trade’s ‘‘ Hints to Business Men Visiting Burma,” 
published in 1953, is still reasonably up to date and contains much 
useful information. However, we should like to stress the importance 
of preparing visits carefully in advance. Much time is saved if some 
preliminary research on the basic physical facts of trading with 
South-East Asia is done in the United Kingdom. This would render 
unnecessary such exercises as designing extra strength on the roof 
of hutments to provide for the winter snow-load of Rangoon! All 
business visitors, including those who come to Rangoon in connection 
with the Industrial Development Programme, will be welcome at 
the Commercial Department of the British Embassy who have 
information about the special Government Boards which operate 
the Programme and can introduce visitors to the appropriate Burmese 
official. 

Recent experience at trade fairs in Europe has shown the value of 
scale models in explaining and attracting attention to development 
projects. The idea is beginning to be appreciated in Burma, and 
the usefulness of providing, when appropriate, models of projects 
and equipment should not be overlooked. 
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in Chicago 


The following article on the National Hardware Show in Chicago is based on information supplied by the 
British Consulate-General in Chicago. 


HE 9th Annual National Hardware Show was held in Chicago from 
October 11 to 15 at the Navy Pier. The exhibition is organized by 
the National Hardware Show Inc., 331 Madison Avenue, New 
York, and this was the first occasion on which it had been held outside 
New York City. 
The organizers announced that more than $3,000,000 worth of orders 
were placed in the first four hours of this show which is for the trade 
only—the public are not admitted. 


Claimed to be the greatest merchandising event of the hardware 
industry of the United States, more than 10,000 people are needed to 
man the booths and operate the show. This year a record number of 
national manufacturers exhibited approximately 50,000 hardware 
and allied products, samples of which were valued at more than 
$2,000,000, in four miles of exhibits. More than 1,000 items were 
shown for the first time in both the north and south halls of Navy 
Pier. 


Record Attendances 


In addition to a record number of exhibitors, trade attendances were 
the largest in the history of the show, with more than 40,000 buyers 
for hardware, lawn and garden, implement, chain and department 
stores attending in the five days. Buyers came from all the 48 States 
in America and from 51 foreign countries. 

Early buying was heavier than in previous years, with a noticeable 
trend to quality rather than price. Particularly heavy buying was 
noted by manufacturers of “‘do-it-yourself” products, the manager of 
the show reported, stating that the greatest number of “‘do-it-yourself”’ 
manufacturers ever to be assembled under one roof at a trade show 
exhibited at Navy Pier. 

Unusually heavy buying was reported, too, from the lawn, garden 
and light farm equipment section, which occupied more than one- 
third of the pier’s 300,000 square feet of display space. Here again the 
emphasis was on quality rather than price. Manufacturers of lawn, 
garden and light farm equipment, again the greatest number ever to 
exhibit at one time, told of opening of many new outlets for their 
products. 

Buyers inspected and bought every type of hardware and allied 
product, from washers to light tractors, from better mouse traps to 
mechanized wheelbarrows. They took away reams of printed infor- 
mation about new and improved products, learned manufacturers’ 
merchandising plans for the coming year, and checked on production 
and delivery dates. 

The “do-it-yourself” sections included complete workshops, 
plumbing and electrical kits, woodworking and painting sets, floor 
and wall covering kits, repair plans and materials for every kind of 
household construction, repair and maintenance operation, as well as 
materials for projects in wood, metal, wire, fabrics, leather, tile, 
concrete, paint, paper, plaster, plastics and ceramics. 

The majority of ‘‘do-it-yourself”’ products on display were assembled 
as one package, and included detailed instructions, step-by-step 
diagrams, and all materials required for the host of specialized jobs 
undertaken personally by today’s cost-conscious householder. 

“In short,” said the show manager, ‘‘at the National Hardware Show, 
visitors see the entire picture of the hardware industry under one roof, 
and are accomplishing more in five short days than could be done in 
months and months of personal calls.’’ 


Foreign Exhibitors 


Representatives of the British Consulate-General who visited 
the show were greatly impressed with it, and found that a number of 
exhibitors of foreign merchandise are regular participants. They 
report that the show covers the entire range of hardware and associated 
merchandise, and overlaps to some extent the National Housewares 
Show which is held annually in Chicago at the beginning of the year, 
and in Atlantic City in the summer. However, since there is a 
National Housewares Show, the exhibitors at the Hardware Show tend 
to concentrate on tools and other items which do not come under the 
heading of housewares, and although a considerable number of 


exhibitors of the latter were in evidence, they were relatively unimpor- 
tant. 

The Consulate-General found 115 firms showing hand tools and 
other small tools, and 40 showing small power tools and home work- 
shop equipment. ‘These were by far the outstanding features of the 
show. Kitchen gadgets, pots and pans and other houseware items 
only accounted for some 35 exhibits and electric appliances for another 
35. Other merchandise very much in evidence included paint brushes 
and rollers (20 exhibitors) ; electric wire, switches, plugs and lighting 
fixtures (20); paint, glue, solder, etc. (30). 

There was also a large section of display space devoted to garden 
tools and equipment comprising some 300 exhibitors. A rough count 
showed that about 55 firms in this section were exhibiting lawn- 
mowers, carts and sweepers, 30 showing rotary hoses and garden 
tractors, and about 55 showing hoses, sprinklers and sprayers. There 
were also many exhibitors of seed, plant food, garden chemicals, 
garden tools and all kinds of outdoor furniture. It was interesting 
to notice that at least 10 firms showed power hedge-clippers and 
power lawn-trimmers. 

‘There were a considerable number of exhibitors showing imported 
merchandise, and many who are known to the Consulate-General to be 
direct importers of tools were showing articles of American manu- 
facture or other imports such as cutlery. There were 15 exhibitors of 
British merchandise, and 11 from other foreign countries. 


British Merchandise 


In every case imports were shown by the American agents or 
distributors and not by the foreign manufacturers themselves. In 
view of the fact that this show caters for the hardware retailers and 


wholesalers, direct participation would not be desirable. British 
merchandise on show included :-—

Other imported merchandise noticed consisted of saws, hunting 
knives and cooking utensils from Sweden ; cutlery, builders’ hardware, 
garden tools and peat moss from Germany ; electric shavers, cooking 
utensils, cutlery and bicycles from Holland ; and cutlery and cooking 
utensils from France.

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British Equipment at Canadian 
Material Handling Show 


HE FIRST exhibition in Canada devoted entirely to material 
handling equipment was held in Montreal from October 18 to 22. 
This show, the Material Handling Exposition, was sponsored by the 
Montreal Chapter of the American Material Handling Society, and 
was held at the 17th Duke of York R.C. Hussars Armoury in Montreal. 


The theme of the Exposition was ‘‘ Material Handling—The New 
Science,” and emphasis was on live exhibits. The total exhibition 
space was 30,000 square feet, divided equally between indoor and 
outdoor exhibits. On display was every kind of material handling 
equiproent ranging from earth excavators to small chain hoists. 
There were 51 exhibitors, most of them displaying at least ten different 
items of equipment. It is difficult to single out any particular 
machine for mention, but fork-lift trucks were by far the most popular 
exhibit and British models were well to the front of this display. 
Both battery operated and petrol driven models were on view, with 
capacities ranging from 1,000 Ibs. to 18,000 Ibs., and it was in the 
smaller sizes that British machines were particularly prominent. 
Other British equipment shown included small hoists, hand-lifting 
trucks, steel shelving material and hand trolleys. 


A great deal of American equipment was on view, although most 
of it was displayed by the manufacturers’ Canadian selling repre- 
sentatives, ‘There were several effective displays of belt conveying 
equipment, both power and gravity operated. Of particular interest 
in this category was a small self-contained self-powered conveyor for 
transporting semi-crushed material such as coal or stones over short 
distances involving an elevation of six or seven feet. An exhibit 
which attracted a great deal of attention was a working scale model 
of an overhead crane incorporating a heavy electro-magnet for loading 
and unloading iron scrap. In the outdoor part, the item attracting 
most attention was a mechanical “ giraffe,’’ a device mounted on its 
own vehicle capable of lifting a load of up to 2,000 Ibs. including four 
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men, to a maximum height of forty feet, and of swinging it horizontally 
through an angle of 360 degrees. 

aye of the American Material Handling Society is open 
to anyone with a practical interest in the science, and members of the 
Montreal Chapter include not only manufacturers but a large propor- 
tion of using ies such as aircraft manufacturers, shipping 
companies, and building contractors. The objects of the Society are 
to promote the science of material handling for the benefit of manu- 
facturers of handling equipment and those who use it in their 
industry ; the Society feels that the ultimate effect of their efforts 
will be beneficial to all concerned. Early reports of their first 
exhibition indicate that it is likely to be extremely successful, and it 
is proposed to hold further Expositions at intervals of two years. 
Participation in this and in future exhibitions is not limited to 
members of the Society, the only qualifications for entry being an 
interest in the New Science. 


Auction of Goods Lying in Kuwait 
Customs Sheds 


‘THE Commercial Secretary in Kuwait reports the following list of 
notices issued by the Customs Department of the Government of 
Kuwait :— 


A. Customs Premises Notice, dated Kuwait, July 17, 1952. 
“* By order of H.H. The Ruler of Kuwait a conference was held in these 
remises attended by representatives of the different steamship’s Agents. 
The following regulations were laid down. 

Similar regulations to those prevailing in India and Bahrain should be 

applied to goods arriving here: i.e. :—~ 
If the goods are not cleared after the lapse of six months, the Customs 

Authorities have the right to sell the goods by public auction and to 

divide the proceeds as follows :— 

1. Collect sale charges. 

2. Deduct Customs duties and demurrage. 

3. Deduct any other miscellaneous charges. ‘The net balance of the 
value will be paid to the Government for the account of the owner, 
but if the owner does not claim from the Government within one 
year’s time, the net proceeds of the sale shall become the property 
of the Government. 

As at present storing facilities are not available in the Customs, the above 
regulations will come into force as from August 17, 1952 (i.e. one month 
from this date). 

Merchants interested in their goods should clear them before the enforce- 
ment of the new regulations. 

N.B.—Those who wish to release their goods or who wish to buy such 
goods can obtain details from this office.”

“ Further to our Notice No. 402 dated July 17, 1952, under which the 
Director of Customs is authorized to sell goods which are left in the Customs 
for long periods the Health Department physician will be called to mepee 
canned foodstuffs. We enclose herewith a proforma of the certificate which 
is to be signed by the said doctor. 

The Municipality Department is charged under this decree to , destroy 
such goods as are found unsuitable during the doctor’s inspection.”

Double Taxation Agreements 


THE Commissioners of Inland Revenue give the following informa- 

tion about Double Taxation Agreements between the United 
Kingdom and the Federal Republic of Germany, Switzerland and 
the United States :— 


Federal Republic of Germany 


The Double Taxation Convention with the Federal Republic of 
Germany, which was signed on August 18, has been published as a 
Schedule to a draft Order in Council. 


Switzerland 


The Double Taxation Convention with Switzerland, which was 
signed on September 30, has been published as a Schedule to a draft 
Order in Council. 


United States of America 


A Supplementary Protocol to the Double Taxation Convention 
with the United States of America, which was signed on May 25, 
has been issued as a Schedule to a draft Order in Council. The object 
of the amendment made by the Protocol is to allow the Convention 
to be extended to Colonial territories with modifications. 


Double Taxation Relief Regulations 


Regulations made by the Commissioners of Inland Revenue 
extending the existing Double Taxation Relief (Taxes on Income) 
(General) Regulations, 1946 (S.R. & O. 1946, No. 466) are being 
published shortly. ‘They are concerned with the case where royalties, 
etc., are paid without deduction of United Kingdom tax to non- 
residents who are exempt under a double taxation convention. The 
existing Regulations provide for certain consequential adjustments 
to the payer’s own United Kingdom tax position and the new Regula- 
tions make further provisions of the same sort. 


Finland and Norway 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Helsinki has reported that a 

upplementary agreement to the agreement signed in Oslo on 
November 24, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of December 19, 
1953), was signed in Helsinki on July 17, 1954. 

The supplementary agreement provides for additional quotas for 
the import of Norwegian goods into Finland and additional quotas 
for Finnish exports to Norway.

AT THE request of the Board of Trade the United Kingdom Trade 

Commissioner at Delhi has taken up with the Government of 
India the question of the extension of Indian import licences in 
respect of consignments frustrated from shipment to India by the 
docks strikes in the United Kingdom. 

Pending settlement of the strike no general announcement can be 
made by the Government of India but telegraphic advice has been 
received that :— 

1. All goods covered by licences expiring during October may be 
shipped up to November 15. 

2. Sympathetic consideration will be given to the extension of 
the validity of all licences in respect of goods affected by the strike 
should the circumstances warrant such action. 

3. Any extension of licences which may be granted under 2 above 
will not qualify for consideration for a grace period (usually 15 days) 
after the expiry of the extended licence. Importers will, of course, 
not be permitted to open letters of credit during the period of extension.

"TELEGRAPHIC advice has been received from New Delhi that 

an agreement between France and India was signed on October 21 
covering de facto transfer of the French establishments in India to 
the Government of India with effect from November 1. 

Imports and exports are covered by an article which provides that 
all orders placed outside the establishments and granted a licence by 
the competent authorities in accordance with the regulations in force 
prior to the date of de facto transfer should be fulfilled, and the 
necessary foreign currency granted, provided that the goods are 
imported within the period of validity of the relevant licence. 

The goods shall, however, be liable to customs duty and other 
taxes normally leviable at Indian ports. This rule applies to exports 
for which a licence has been granted and which will be in stock in 
the establishments on the date of de facto transfer. Their export 
shall be permitted without restriction, but they shall become subject 
to the normal excise or export duty.

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Indian Customs Tariff Changes 
Import Duties 


UNDER S.R.O. 3116 (Notification 114~-Customs) dated September 

23, 1954, Battersea clay liners (fireclay crucibles) falling under 
Tariff item 59 (2) are exempt from so much of the import duty as is 
in excess of 36} per cent. ad valorem. 


Export Duties 


Under S.R.O. 3161 dated October 1, 1954, the export duty on tea 
has been increased from four to seven annas per Ib. 


Customs Duty Drawback 
C.K.D. Pack Materials 


Under S.R.O. 3085 of September 25, 1954, the Government of 
India has directed that drawback should be allowed on duty-paid 
imported C.K.D. pack materials used in the manufacture or assembly 
of motor vehicles manufactured or assembled in, and exported from, 
India. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (Motor Vehicles) Rules, 1954, 
published under S.R.O. 3086 of September 25, 1954, provide for 
payment of drawback at the rate of seven eighths of the average 
amount of duty paid on the C.K.D. pack imported during the quarter 
in which the shipment is made, or on such part thereof as has been 
actually used in the manufacture or the assembly of the motor vehicle 
shipped. 


Linoleum 


Under S.R.O. 3132 of October 2, 1954, the Government of India 
have directed that drawback shall be allowed on duty paid foreign 
materials used in the manufacture of linoleum, manufactured in, and 
exported from India or shipped as stores on board a ship proceeding 
to a foreign port. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (linoleum) Rules, 1954, published 
under S.R.O. 3133 of October 2, 1954, provide for payment of draw- 
back at the rate of seven eighths of the average amount of customs 
duty paid on materials used in the manufacture of these goods.

This matter has been reported by telegraph by the United Kingdom

Duty-Free Imports in Cuba 


UBAN Decree Law 1704 of September 23, 1954 provides that 

no duties or taxes will be imposed for four years on machinery, 
apparatus, instruments, equipment and accessories in units or parts, 
imported for radio transmitting and television stations established now 
or which may later be established in the Republic. 


Exemption from Customs duties, etc., is also extended to exposed 
(filmadas) 16 mm. films for exhibiting exclusively on television and to 
unexposed (virgenes) 16 mm. film to be used exclusively for agricul- 
tural, industrial, scientific, artistic or information processes, or for 
panoramic views of Cuba, for exhibition on television. Once exposed 
these films may not be sent abroad without the authority of the 
Minister of Finance. ‘The same exemption and conditions apply to 
imports of unexposed 35 2 film for the exclusive use of newsreel 
companies for exhibition in Cuba. 


The newsreel, television and radio companies are also exempted from 
payment of the 2 per cent. export of money tax. 


The period of four years for which the exemptions are granted may 
be extended by two other periods of four years by Presidential decree.

Jordan Import Regulations 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on July 3 

1954, about Jordan’s current import regulations. Under the para- 
graph entitled Commodities it was stated that ‘‘ Official exchange is 
not allocated for the import of these goods (imports under fines) and 
importers must obtain the necessary foreign currency from unofficial 
sources.”’ 

The Commercial Secretary at the British Embassy in Amman has 
pointed out that in obtaining foreign currency for goods to be imported 
against payment of fines, an importer should ensure that he does not 
contravene the Jordanian exchange control regulations.

1954, repeals the increases in duty made under Decree No. 952 
of February 27, 1953 and Decree No. 1029 of December 2, 1953.

accordance with the tariff sections which correspond to those articles of artificial silk. 


This law came into force on September, 30, 1954, the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.

United States Import Fees 
on Edible Nuts 


FURTHER to the notice in the Board of Trade Journal on July 10 

(page 89) about the United States Tariff Commission investigation 
under Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act on imports of 
almonds, filberts, and walnuts, the Board of Trade have now received 
information that the President of the United States has accepted, 
with modification, the Tariff Commission recommendation to con- 
tinue the import fee on almonds and to impose an import fee on 
filberts, both fees to be operative for the period October 1, 1954, to 
September 30, 1955. The investigation on walnuts is continuing 
and a further notice will be published when the findings of the Tariff 
Commission are made known. 

The import fee on shelled almonds and blanched, roasted or 
otherwise prepared or preserved almonds (not including almond 
paste) is 10 cents per pound on imports in excess of an aggregate 
quantity of 5,000,000 pounds ; the import fee on shelled filberts 
is 10 cents per pound on imports in excess of an aggregate quantity 
of 6,000,000 pounds. In neither case shall the fee be in excess of 
50 per cent. ad valorem, and it is additional to any other duties im- 
posed on the importation of these commodities. 

Details of United States import fees and limitations on edible 
tree nuts for the crop year 1953-54 were published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on November 7, 1953 (page 971). 


United States Impose Quota Restrictions 
on Barley 


FOLLOWING the notice in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
4 (page 503) about the United States Tariff Commission investigation 
on certain kinds of barley, the Board of Trade have now received 
notification that following a recommendation by the Tariff Com- 
mission, the President of the United States has issued a Proclamation 
imposing an absolute import quota of 274 million bushels during the 
period October 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955. The President has 
also prescribed that, of the quota of 27} million bushels, not more 
than 27,225,000 bushels shall be imported from Canada.
